AN IMPRESSIVE AND VERY SAD SCENE. 


The Festival Programme That Was to 


Mark the Closing Exercises Gives 


Place to One of Sorrow and 


Condolence. 


WORLD'S FAIB GBOUNDS, 
CHICAGO, 


Oct 30 — In harmony witli the World's 
fair city's sorrow came the closing1 of 
the World's Columbian exposition this 
day as directed by the United States 
congress 
At 4:45 o'clock the colors of 


all nations which have been Hying at 
half-mast since sunrise on Sunday 
were lowered together, us they ^\ero 
unfurled, in the presence of President 
Cleveland, May 1 
~s 


Six months, with tho exception of a 


day, have passed, and the glory of the 
exposition has been woven into the his- 
tory of the world's piogiess 
At the 


word of command ftom artillery of- 
ficers the guns of a batteiy facing the 
blue \\ aters of Lake Michigan belched 
forth a signal in blank powder telling 
the world the World's fair w as dying 
with the setting 
him—dying while 


dirges were being sung and tears shed 
and heads were bowed in grief over the 
bier of Chicago's mayor 
When the 


sunset hour arrived a hunched men, 
stationed at every flagstaff of tlie na- 
tion's colors on the depai tmental build- 
ings, stood ready to lower the flags and 
bare the poles which should tell to the 
visitors that the Columbian exposition 
w as at an end forever 


It was an impressive und t,ad scene 


when the cannon loateil and tlie flags 
of the nations weic seen no moie upon 
the buildings of the White city 
It 


seemed like a dismantled ileet und the 
thousands of visitors who viewed the 
closing bpectacle could not icfrain 
from sighing and legrettmg that the 
exposition was at an end 
The only 


banner that remained uas that which 
bore the name of Illinois, and floated 
at half-mast from the dome of the 
state building. The only music which 
vuis heard outside of Festival hall 
came from the limes Thirteenth Regi- 
ment band, of New York city, which 
plavcdin the court of honoi during 
tlie afternoon

!t down from its staff were those of 
the World's fair newspaper men, and 
us Old Glory i cached the ground a 
great_cheer and a tigor lose on the 
evening air, \\hilethe sun set slowly m 
the west. While the last flag was be- 
ing pulled to the ground from the court 
of honor the New York band played 
"The Star Spangled Banner,1' and con- 
cluded with "America " A cheer went 
up 
from the 
thousands assembled 


within hearing of the musical strains, 
and aftei the sound of tho bugle from 
Administration building the World's 
fair became a part of history 


In Festival hall at 1 o'clock the peo- 


ple invited to the closing- ceiemony 
came slovly 
The hall was not heated 


and that cold was im comfort able foi 
the U,«00 persons who assembled there 


Thomas W. I'almei, pi opulent of tho 


national commission, united those who 
were in the gallei; to descend to the 
parquette and dress circle, adding that 


liose who had ieser\cd seat tickets 
ould go into the galler\ if they were 
ate. Befoie commencing the memorial 
xercises, Piesident Palmu announced 
hat all who desired could keep on 
tieir hoods and cloaks 
lit said 
"It 


vas intended that the speeches of to- 
ay should bo of a joyous character, 
hat the closing ceienionies of the 
Vorld's Columbian exposition for 1893 
nd 3893 should be attended with fes- 
ivities, the firing of cannon, the music 
>f bands, the making of speeches and 
jong But a terrible tragedy has iu- 
ervened to bring sorrow to the city of 
he fair and to the \\ orld, as a repre- 
entative head, tho mayor of the city 
who had done so much for the ex- 
position, has been shot down by an 
Assassin in tho portals of his home 
lis every heart-beat pulsated with love 
or the city und interest in the exposi- 
ion. In view of this catastrophe, it is 
teemed proper that the projrramme of 
'estivities should be omitted and the 
exercises consist only of prayer, the 
reading of resolutions of condolence 
and the benediction 
The exercises 


will now open with prayei by Rev Dr. 
Barrows, of Chicago." 


Rev. Dr. Barrows In his prayer said' 
We thank the American citizens tor our na 


tlonal lite and our national Institutions We 
thank them tor that heroic explorer who camo 
from tbe old world to discover tho now We 
thank the effect ot giving us the father of our 
country who was first In peace and flrst in the 
learts ol hts countrymen On this the closing 
day our hearts have a double sorrow which 
shrouds our homes In gloom We bless the 
effect of the manhood and manifold resources 
ot him who was mutnlessly torn from us. Our 
le&xts RO out to those afflicted ones who sit la 
thedoiolate home. Justice at the judgment 
and mercy are the habitation ot Thy throne 
We&Bk Thy blessing on all the representa- 
tives ot other nations gathered here together 
We thank Thee that the horizon of ChrUtendom 
haa been enlarged and that the scope of free 
dom haa broadened. 


President Palmer announced that 


the resolutions prepared by the joint 
tjpmmittee of the national commission 
Wad exposition would l>e presented by 
HigginboUiaai, chairman af the 
-committee. 
"While President 


igginbotham was reading the reso- 


lutions and proceedings he betrayed 
his personal feeling for the death of 
Chicago's mayor 
His voice become 


husky, and his eyes were moistened 
with tears and he stopped m his de- 
livery long enough to recover his emo- 
tions. 


The president 
then declared the 


World's exposition was closed 
The 


sound of his gavel emphasized the fact 


Dr. Barrows, before announcing the 


benediction, announced that President 
Higginbotham had proposed an ad- 
dress which seemed to the joint com- 
mittee on resolutions to be appropriate 
to£he occasion, althoag-h it was writ- 


n previous to the receipt of the tragic 


news. The pastor said that the ad- 
dress was a gem of its kind and most 
appropriate at that time. He read it 
and then pronounced the benediction 
over the assembly, President Palmer, 
Ii3' n stroke of his gavel, declared the 
meeting of the nations at an end.

WASHINGTON, Oct 30—The galletles were 


crowded this morning when the senate met and 
a roll call showed the presence of fifty two 
senators, 


As soon as the vice-president entered the 


chamber at 11 a m. he announced that the sen- 
ate resume ltd session and that house bill 
No Jfl, the stiver-purchase bill, was now before 
the senate. 


The house bill relative to the printing of 
bills and resolutions in lieu of engrossing them 
was reported back from the committee on 
printing and placed on the calendar 
Messrs Hunton and Cameron made brief 


statements of their positions on the silver 
purchase-repeal bill 
Mr. Morgan made a 


lengthy address. Quoting from Mr Gorman's 
speech ot Saturday, ' We were competed to 
take the terms offend by t&6 senator from Ohio 
(Mr Sherman). He hold the key ot the situation 
You have dictated term* to us " he said 
I 
do thank Almighty God fervently in my placa 
to day in the senate ae a democrat that the sen 
ator from Ohio has never bad the power to die 
tatfl terms to me Be may dictate terms to the 
finance committee—to the minority of the dem 
ocrataon this floor He cannot dictate them 
tome" After a review of stiver legislation 
from 1873 to the present time, Mr Morgan said 
that it was a sight to inspire mirth among 
the dead tenants ol the catacombs to see 
two presidential aspirants—Cleveland and 
Harrison—trying each to get tho % eto power so 
that they might wield It for the destruction of 
silver money and leading opposing and belli* 
orent forces In a joint campaign against all 
ver 


As the hour of 2 o'clock, muses ted for taking 


the final rote approached, many mambers of tho 
house (including MMim Springer Blaud.Fei 
lows and Gelssenhelmer) entered the chamber, 
and either took seats which happened to be 
vacant or stood around at the roar of the dem 
ocratlo aide The galleries wero crowded so 
that the outer doors were besieged by men and 
women awaiting .their chance of admission 
and tho diplomatic gallery -bad to vield up Its 
ordinary excluslveness and admit some fa 
vored personages Including Mr. Carlisle The 
two rows in the ladles' gallery which are sot 
•apart for those of the president s family were 
also full. 
At 2 SO o'clock Mr Morgan wits still speak- 
ing, with no Indications of his intention to bring 
hlsspoechtoa close The uncertainty of time at 
which the final voting would come was such 
that all the members of the house \ilthdrow 
from the senate chamber 


Mr Voornees showed signi of Impatience 


and had interviews with Mr. Jones (Nev ) and 
other anti-repeal senators But Mr Morgan

Morgan said that ho had not finished what he 
had desired to road to the senate He had pro- 
pared It because ho had not wished (In his 
state of health) to make efforts in an extern 
poraneous address.

A LAW tHAT PITS THE CASE. 


A Temporary Mayor to b« Appointed 


and a Bpeolal Election Ord«x«d. 


CHICASO, Oct. 31 —For nearly ten 


hours yesterday Corporation Counsel 
Eraus and his assistant attorneys, Pal- 
mer and Deiller, searched the statutes 
of the state for sorau law, clause or 
section that would have some bear- 
ing on the present emergency. They 
were on tbe point, at a late hour 
last night, of abandoning the effort 
when, *jr tho merest accident, thsy 
reaurreated a ssottsc. of tho old city 
charter that proviasi for inst such an 
emergency as has now arisen. The 
new city charter, odspted la 1S7», un- 
der which theotor jrovsiament is now 
being run, provisos that such sections 
or provisions ot tte ol* oh»rt»r as are 
not inconsistent or fe} conflict with the 
new city charter rti»U ba considered 
operative. 
The corporation counsel 


feels certain that the courts will take 
such a view of this case. 


This section ol the old city charter 


piovides for the election of a tempo- 
rary mayor, »ho shall be vested with 
the full powers of the regular mayor, 
by the, city council, and who shall 
serve until a new m.i^ or is regularly 
looted 
It provuks further that the 


city council shall call a special election 
for the selection of a mayor within, 
ten 
days after a uicancy has oc- 


curred 
The evident intention of the 


law is that such an election shall 
be called to lie held within a leasona- 
ble time, the intention beiug to fill 
the vacancy without Uelaj 
Under 


the provisions of the new election law 
a special election may lie held with 
twenty dajs' notice, the only provi- 
sion being that the names of the candi- 
dates must be certified to the board of 
commissioners Bfteen days prior to 
the election. 
Assistant Corpoiation Counsel Pal- 


mer agrees that the city council must 
call a special election for mayor not 
later than next Monda\; that such an 
election must be held within a reason- 
able time, not later than twenty days, 
and that in the interim the council 
may choose one of its number to act as 
mayor, such member so chosen being 
vested with all the powers of the of- 
fice.

cornstarch, and sift one and one-hall 
teaspooulnls of baking powder.- into it. 
Then cut and fold into the cake the 
stiffly beaten whites of Sevan eggs. 
Flavor to taste. Bake in a moderate 
oven with a steady heat. —Housekeeper. 


—Preserves.—It was once thought 


necessary to make a thick preserve in 
order to have it keep, but fruit Canned 
With sugar is now generally liked bet- 
ter. II a stiff preserve is wanted, how- 
ever, weigh the prepared fruit and take 
an equal weight of sugar. Melt the 
latter with a very little water, and 
when dissolved, put in the fruit. Let 
boil gently ten minutes, or until the 
fruit is clear, then take out the fruit 
and boil the juice to ajbick jelly; drain 
the thin juice from the berries and1 
pour over the rich sirup. Seal in glaiis 
cans or in large jelly glasses.—Ohio 
Farmer. 


—Cherry Roly-Poly. — Make a light 


biscuit dough and roll half an inch, 
thick in oblong shape. Place on it a 
thick layer of pitted cherries with some 
sugar. Begin at one end and roll up, 
pinching in the ends carefully to pre- 
vent the escape of juice. Lay in a 
floured bag large enough to allow It lo 
swell at least a third in the boiling. 
Boil one-half to two hours according to 
size. This is to be eaten hot and is 
best with a sweet hot sauce.—Pravie 
Farmer. 


—Lemon Pie.—Mix one-quarter of a 


cup of soft cracker crumbs with ooe 
tablespoonfnl of melted butter; add 
one cup of finely chopped apples, the 
juice 'of two lemons and the rind of 
one. Then mix with two cups of gran- 
ulated sugar, stirring until it is nearly 
dissolved. Beat the yolks ol two eggs 
until light. Beat the whites to a stiff 
dry froth, then mix the whites and 
•yolks together. Stir the eggs into the 
other ingredients, mix well, turn into 
a pie plate using only an under crust, 
and bake for twenty-five minutes in a 
modern oven.—Boaton Budget.
